‘Former President Hoover’s testimony 
before the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee, and Chairman Carl Vinson’s re- 
action, lends hope that the Tydings Bill 
will be scrutinized carefully and its totali- 
tarian sections deleted before it is allowed.

The nature of this organization would 
be along the lines of the General Staff 
used in the last war by Germany, Japan 
and Italy. : 

“My belief,” said Mr. Hoover, “is that 
this provision is not only unworkable, but 
might be dangerous to the country.”

Return to the Keynesian Theory 


WASHINGTON—Taxes are likely to be the big news in the semi-annual report on the state of 
the nation’s business, which the President will send to Congress in a week or so. Mr. Truman’s long- 


standing request for a $4,000,000,000 tax increase will then be almost certainly withdrawn. 


And 


although Congress has never had the faintest intention of voting tax increases, anyway, this action 


of the President’s will have considerable psychological. importance. 


Furthermore, it is quite possible that the Presi- 
dent will also flash a green light for repeal of part 
or all of the wartime excise taxes, which now 
yield $1,500,000,000 of annual revenue to the Treas- 
ury. And this is an invitation to which Congress 
will undoubtedly respond with delighted alacrity, 
if it is even timidly proffered. 

Thus, the President will in effect approve the 
budgetary unbalance which is already predicted, 
and may even act to widen the gap between 
revenue and expenditure. This, in itself, will cer- 
tainly be significant. Yet there will be even deeper 
long-range meaning in the other points which the 
President is also expected to make in the same 
message to Congress. If the document follows the 
pattern that is now emerging in a series of 
anxious White House meetings, these points may 
be condensed under two headings. 


First the President will acknowledge the 
“business recession, and will assert that the 
recession makes it even more urgent to enact 
every one of the measures of his January 
program, except the tax increases and anti- 
inflation controls. Housing and Federal aid 
to education, the broader social security base, 
the minimum wage bill, and the rest, will all 


be presented as tending to sustain or raise 
more purchasing power, and thus to halt 
the downward economic trend. | 

Second, the President will firmly oppose 
any present reductions in government spend- 
ing for useful purposes, as being defiation- 
ary in tendency. . 


Possibly these tentative forecasts may be falsi- 
fied by the outcome of the debate at the White 
House. The chief men now working with Truman 
on his message are Secretary of the Treasury 
Snyder, Secretary of Agriculture-Brannan, Sec- 
retary of Commerce Sawyer, White House Coun- 


sel Clark Clifford, and the members of the Eco-: 


nomic Advisory Council (who are simultaneously 
ing over their own semi-annual report).

Cuts in public spending have already been 
openly advocated by the chairman. of the Eco- 
nomic Advisory Council, Dr. Edwin Nourse, in 
his famous speech at the Defense Department. 
There is every reason to believe that Dr. Nourse 
was encouraged, on that occasion, by Treasury 
Secretary Snyder. But if the President now pre- 
fers the different advice of Dr. Nourse’s Economic 
‘Advisory Council colleague, Dr. Leon Keyserling, 
it will probably not be the last. 


What seems to be happening, in fact, is an 
event of the utmost long-range import. It would 
be hard to imagine an Englishman whom Presi- 
dent Truman would have found more repugnant 
than the late Lord Keynes, with his high Blooms- 
bury manner and accent, his dry wit and his cool 
intellectualism. Yet the President seems to be 
about to commit himself and his Administra- 
tion, publicly and positively, to the famous 
Keynesian economic theory. 


By now, any college sophomore can recite 
the basic, once revolutionary thesis of 
Keynes, that the State ought to try to control 
the economic cycle by heavy taxation and 
deflationary penny-pinching in boom times, 
and by compensatory, pump-priming spend- 
ing in bad times. In the New Deal years, the 
theses was acted upon. It is about te be acted 
upon again. 


The trouble is that the Keynesian theory is 
emphatically not accepted, either by the majority 
of the business community or by the majority of 
Congress. It is very dangerous business, this split 
national personality. It produced a gigantic tax 
reduction during the recent inflation, when 
Keynes would have required the opposite. It now 
seems likely to carry us into heavy deficit spend- 
ing, because the economic curve has turned down. 


The fault is certainly not the President’s, who 
fought the Republican tax bill with great cour- 
age. The President’s Keynesian record is con- 
sistent. But it must be realized that the delicate 
machinery of the Keynes theory, if used only 
when convenient, is quite likely to destroy the 
user. And this is now what is happening.

A: “The Executive Committee of the Communist International 
has the right to annul or amend decisions of party congresses 
and central committees of individual parties and make decisions 
which are obligatory for them.” , 

Mes What happens if American or Czech or Finnish Communists 
rebel? 

A: “The Executive Committee of the Communist International 
has the right to expel sections, groups and individual members of 
sections.” 

Q: How does the International check up on the work and loy- 
alty of its various national subdivisions? 

A: The Executive Committee “has the right to send their rep- 
resentatives to the various sections, to participate in their meetings, 
to speak in opposition to the central committee of a given section, 
to send instructors to the various sections.” 

Q: Are there further methods of Kremlin control? 

A: The Constitution of the International creates a “Control 
Division” with powers “to investigate matters concerning the unity 
of the sections, the conduct of individual members, complaints 
against the actions of the central committees and concerning mem- 
bers, and to audit the accounts of the Third International.” The 
rules provide further that “the central committee (of the various 
parties) must send the Executive Committee of the Communist 
International minutes of their meetings and reports.” 


Treason Q: Can officials of the Party in the United States re- 
sign from Party office if they don’t like what the 
Party calls upon them to do? 

A: No. The International Constitution stipulates that “resigna- 
tion from office is disruptive. Leading posts in the party do not 
belong to the occupant but to the Communist International. Elected 
members may resign only with the consent of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Communist International.” 

Q: Can members leave the party freely? 

A: Paragraph 37 of the rules provides that no member of any 
Communist Party is allowed to leave his country without the con- 
sent of the central committee. If he changes domicile he is com- 
pelled to join the party in the country where he goes. 

American Communists have renounced their patriotism to 
the United States and have pledged themselves to practice national 
treason. 

Proof: “Every party must renounce social (national) patriotism 

. and pacifism” declares the constitution of the Third Interna- 
tional. “Every branch and member of the universal Communist 
Party is pledged to indulge in national treason in case of war with 
the Soviets—no matter who should be the aggressor.

tary equipment, and by legal or illegal means propagandize the 
Soviets. ... 

The visible, legal part of the Communist Party is subordinate 
to and controlled by the illegal Communist underground. 

Proof: “The general state of things in Europe and America,” 
according to the official theses of the Communist International, 
“makes necessary for the Communists of the whole world an obliga- 
tory formation of the illegal Communist organizations, along with 
those existing legally. 

“The Communist parties must learn systematically to unite legal 
with illegal work, but all legal work must be carried on under the 
control of the illegal party.” 

The party is openly dedicated to the use of force to achieve 
its end, which is Communist control of every government it can lay 
its hand on.

“Two feet six inches, by five feet,” said Cook. 
“The precast slabs were purchased on competitive 
bidding. So were the pickets and the posts.” 


But he didn’t spend $106,500, he continued, 
while the official stenographer and I blinked. The 
slabs, the posts, the pickets, and the paint cost 
$49,825. The labor of installing same added up 
to $15,759. The total cost of the garbage-can racks 
was $65,584. Or $18.47 each. 


H-m-m-m-m-m, went Sen. Hickenlooper. But 
Congress appropriated as per official request 
$346,000 to install the slabs to keep the cans look- 
ing neat. What happened to the remaining 
$280,416? This, he indicated, was no inconsider- 
able sum for not spending for garbage-can racks. 


“It was turned back to the Commission, of 
course,” snapped Cook. 


What the Commission did with the money 
is not a matter of record. Neither is the 
name of the genius with the slide rule who 
estimated that $65,000 worth of can racks 
would cost $346,000. 


Congress was persuaded to appropriate five 
times more money for racks than the Oak Ridgers 
needed. Maybe they needed the money for some 
thing else. If so, Sen. Hickenlooper would like 
to know what for. Because how can you expect 
a statesman to vote intelligently on spending the 
taxpayers’ dollars*when he gets the wrong steer 
from the Federal Budget, itself? 


That does it. I’m writing no more about gov- 
ernmental garbage cans. Not even if the lids are 
studded with emeralds.

Carnival Gambling 


Editor Constitution: I wish te commend your 
splendid paper upon the recent editorial entitled 
“Let’s Keep the Gamblers on the Run.” 

One of the most open and vicious kinds of 
gambling which came to my observation while I 
was Solicitor General of the Rome Circuit is the 
so-called carnivals, ofttimes operating in conjunc- 
tion with county fairs. In checking on and clos- 
ing gambling devices at three carnivals which 
came to this circuit, I found that the modern day 
carnival might be well described as a merry-go- 
round and Ferris wheel, completely surrounded 
on three sides (the fourth side being reserved 
for the boxoffice where suckers pay to come in to 
be bilked) by gambling devices. One carnival 
checked, but not at the time in actual operation, 
had 29 gambling devices out of 32 concessions. 
There was some doubt as to whether two of the 
other three constituted gambling devices. , 

The insidious part of these so-called carnivals 
is that small children attracted to the merry-go- 
round and Ferris wheel, which in themselves are 
harmless, see older people playing various gam- 
bling devices openly and without molestation by 
the police or other law enforcement authorities, 
and thus gain the impression from this example 
that gambling is all right. Virtually every car- 
nival that travels about over Georgia has with it 
such gambling concessions, euphemistically adver- 
tised as Catch a Duck, Shoot Till You Win, Pitch 
Till You Win, Glass Pitch, Clothes Pin Pitch, Pet 
Shop, Five-Cent Digger, Spill the Milk, Balloon 
Game, Mouse Game, Spin the Wheel, Bingo, etc., 
ad infinitum ad nauseum. 

It takes no detective work to discover these 
violations of our law, as all of these places op- 
erate openly and brazenly. A poor sucker who 
is stupid enough to play these games has less 
than one chance in 500 to win. It’s a crooked 
game to begin with, with the odds stacked against 
the player. 

As former prosecuting attorney and a student 
of law enforcement problems, I fully agree with 
you that slot machines and gambling rings form 
the foundation and backbone of organized crime. 
The sad part of the situation in Georgia is that 
these carnivals are often sponsored by legitimate 
organizations—organizations which, nevertheless, 
condone these gambling activities by lending their 
name as sponsor for a few pieces of filthy silver. 

The good, law-abiding citizens of Georgia had 
better wake up to these things before it is too late.

Need People of Vision To Meet 
South's Goals, McManus Avers 


Special to The Constitution 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. — The 


lack of industrial self-sufficiency 
of the South was seized here to- 
night as opportunity for the future 
rather than lack of enterprise in 
the past. 

C. B. McManus, President of 
the Georgia Power Company, 
told the Board of Directors of 
the National Federation of Busi- 
ness and Professional Women 
that great needs of the South, in- 
dustrially, are more capital, 
more young men and women of 
vision, energy, imagination and 
training, more scientific labora- 
tories in colleges to develop fur- 
ther uses for raw material. 

“We have plenty of room to 
grow.” he said. “We need 
people to do the great tasks 
we have set out to do, and we 
welcome all who want to come 
here to work with us, to invest 
their savings in our enter- 
prises, to share our fortunes. 
It is a good place to live.” 

McManus, who was one of a 
panel of several experts discuss- 
ing facets of Southern life, point- 
ed out that from 1940 to 1946, 
total income payments per cap- 
ita increased 156 percent in the 
South as compared with 123 per- 
cent for the nation as a whole; 
retail trade increased 143 per- 
cent in the South, compared with 


129 percent elsewhere; whole- 
sale trade increased 163 percent 
as compared with 141 percent in 
the nation; bank deposits tripled 
in the South while they were 
only doubling in the nation as a 
whole; increase in expenditures 
for private construction, 1946, 
compared with 1939, was 180 
percent for Georgia, 117 percent 
for the nation as a whole. 


The utility exécutive credited 
availability of rav. materials, ex- 
panding Southern markets, the 
character of the people of the 
South, good climate, less expen- 
sive construction, cheap electric 
power, good transportation and 
adequate water for industrial 
users with these advancements. 


He listed lumber, pine resin, 
feldspar, kaolin, iron ore, coal, 
limestone, oil and natural gas, 
as the principal raw materials 
available lavishly in the South- 
érn States. 

He praised the Southern Re- 
search Institute, established in 
Birmingham in 1944, largely 
through the efforts of Thomas 
W. Martin, President of the Ala- 
bama Power Company. He said 
that the Institute now has a staff 
of 83 people of whom 55 are 
physicists, chemists and engi- 
neers. Research projects in- 
cluded the electric heat pump, 


medicinal products, flavoring 
oils, petroleum waxes, tung oil 
products, peanuts, paints and 
varnishes, cotton and cotton tex- 
tiles, flame-proofing of fabrics 
and composition board made 
from waste lumber. 


McManus gave special atten- 
tion to decentralization of indus- 
try in the South because of the 
availability of electric power. 

“Small town locations can be 
selected where land is plentiful, 
living conditions uncrowded, la- 
bor is available and workers can 
continue to live on the farm, 
driving back and forth to work. 
Cash income can be infused into 
the life stream of the commu- 
nity without changing the quali- 
ties of stability and self-reliance. 
In short, the workers can enjoy 
living.” 

“In spite of what you have 
heard, I do not believe the stand- 
ard of living in the South is low. 
Living, to me, is enjoying life. 
We invite you all to join us.”

The Wittsch girl’s legs were am- 
putated last Monday after she was 
hit by a speedboat in Lake Tahoe. 
She suspects something but does 
not know she has no legs. In such 
cases, loss of feeling, shock and 
splints over uninjured sections of 
the legs often keep the victims 
from realizing that they have lost 
their legs. 

Imogene was told her feet were 
grafted back on and are in casts. 
Her father, a Roseville, Cal., 
‘nurseryman, said he faced “the 
biggest problem of my life” in 
having to tell his daughter. He),
